PERTLE SPRINGS, Mo., Aug. 6—When 
the repost of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization was read Mr. Perry of Gentry 
County objected to its adoption. On a viva 
voce vote the chair decided that the report 
was adopted. 

A delegate from the Second District called 
for a division and a demand was made for 
a roll call. The chair then ordered a vote on

These words, pronounced by R. P. Bland 
in his speech as temporary chairman of the 
State convention to-day, after stating thet 
the platform of the convention would de- 
clare unequivocally for free coinage of sil- 
ver, makes the reorganization of the Maffitt 
committee a certainty. 

It must make room for men in sympathy 
with the majority of the party. 

There may be a fight over this proposition 
when the convention reaches ft in the course 
of its proceedings, but from present indi- 
cations, it will be a one-sidea battle. 

The unknown quantity in tue convention 
at this stage ts the number of anti-free coin- 
age men who have managed to secure 
proxies or to get in on the regular silver 


delegations. 

Bland has declined tu. e a candidate for 
Governor. He is fighting for free coinage 
alone. 

The convention met at noon and after

When the fight on the reorganization of 
the committee is raised on the floor of the 
convention the delegation from the Tenth 
Congresionas! District, part of which lies in 
South St. Louis, will vote against the silver 
forces. John Lohrum announced that the 
delegation had voted solidly in caucus this 
morning against any change in the com- 
mittee and will stick to that position all 
through the convention. 

Col. John H. Carroll of the State Central 
Committee, who is officiating as chairman 
in the absence of Chairman Maffitt, 
gave it out at noon that the pres- 
ent State Committee would under 
no circumstances recognize the nineteen 
new members which may be added to it by 
the convention. Under Bland’s plan there 
will be two members from each Congres- 
sional District and four at large, two for 
each Senator, making thirty-four in all. 
The convention will also see that the reg- 
ular State Convention shall name the 
chairman. This will give Charley Maffitt 
another year’s lease on life. 


THE CONVENTION OPENS. 
Bland’s Speech as Its Temporary Chair- 
man.

PERTLE SPRINGS, Mo., Aug. 6.—The 
convention was formally called to order at 
noon by John H. Carroll. After prayer by 
Rev. Dr. Berry, Mr. Carroll made a few re- 
marks seemingly with a view to harmonize 
the contending factions, and then intro- 
duced the Hon. R. P. Bland as temporary 
chairman. 

In the opening speech to the convention 
Silver Dick Bland pronounced the death 
knell of the State Central Committee. It 
was uttered in a calm, deliberate manner 
that gave evidence that the plan had not 
been hastily devised or sprung without 
thorough consideration. After stating that

make up with their father. Paul succeed 
too well, according to Mrs. Lohrman’s story, 
and not only feathered his own nest but 
kept her at a distance. She said that when 
the elder Ritter died she and her brother, 
George, went to Nauvoo and met h a 
cold reception. They were informed th the 
old man asked on his death-bed that George 
be not permitted to attend the funeral. 
They put up at a hotel and returned to St. 
Louis the next day. 

Mrs. Lohrman explained that her father 
was embittered against his son, George, be- 
cause the latter once retained. $10,000 worth 
of property which the elder Ritter trans- 
ferred to him temporarily, for the pur- 
poses of a law suit. She said that her father 
turned against her because she marri 
Peter Lohrman against her parent’s wishes.

Dr. John H. Simon of St. Louis testified 
to having paid special attention to nervous 
and mental diseases since his admission to 
practice. He had known Duestrow at the 
medical college. He got into this case at 
Dr. Bauduy’s request. He visited Dues- 
trow at the jail and gave te the ju at 
great length the result of his investiga- 
tions there, detailing the various alleged 
delusions about hypnotism, the phonograph, 
the telephone voices in the air, mind-read- 
ing, telepathy and various other ideas and 
theories advanced by the defendant during 
the latter part of his stay in jail. The tes- 
timony was the same as that given by Dr. 
Simon on the previous hearing. Witness 
concluded after thirty or forty visits that 
the man was insane and believes him to be 
so now, unless he has changed materially 
since then. 

Gov. Johnson did not ask Dr. Simon what 
form of insanity Duestrow had. Mr. Meri- 
wether did. It was the first question he 
fired at him. The doctor responded with 
paranoia, the same old paranoia, with sys- 
tematized delusions the experts for the 
State knocked clear out of the box at the 
last hearing. 

Is there any similarity between the symp- 
toms of paranoia and alcoholism?” 

There may be.“ 

„What features are similar?’ 

„In some forms you find delusions. In 
paranoia, logical and systematized, the 
memory is unimpaired. In alcoholism de- 
lusions are not systematized, the memory 
impaired.”’ 

“In diagnosing this case did you take into 
consideration that this man might be af- 
flicted with alcoholism?’ 

“IT did not.“ 

“You saw no evidence of alcoholism?” 

“I did not.“ 

A severe cross-examination followed as to 
the basis of the witness’ opinion of Dues- 
trow’s mental condition. 

Mr. Meriwether began to throw authori- 
ties at the doctor, and the doctor started 
right in with both barrels going to give a 
dissertation on Spitzka. 

This brought V. Johnson to his “Teet. 
He declared that neither Spitzka, Mawdley 
nor any of the other authorities had any- 
thing to do with the case. The same lati- 
tude allowed in the last hearing would not 
be permitted here. 

Mr. Zachritz responded that the Gover- 
nor’s proposition was absurd. With author- 
ities on the subject barred out, there was 
no use in cross-examination. He took it

PRIVATE IMPROVEMENTS. 


Board of Public Improve ments Wil 
Not Encourage Them. 


It is possible that the Board of Public Im- 
provements will put a stop to the practice 
of granting permits to property owners to 
improve streets at their own expense. All 
permits granted in future will be under 
rigid conditions that the pavement shall be 
considered as temporary only, that the city 
shall have the right to order it relaid at any 
— — and that the city assume no responsi- 

y. 


The practice has obtained for some 
time, and when property owners are willing 
to do the work by subscription without put- 
ting the city to the trouble of assessing tax 
bills, the delay and uncertainty of getting 
an ordinance passed for the improvement is 
avoided. Recently, however, at the sug- 
gestion of Street Commissioner Milner, City 
Counselor Marshall was asked for an opin- 
ion on the matter. He said he could find no 
authority for the board granting permits. 
On Friday an application was before the 
board for a permit to improve Clemens ave- 
nue, between Goodfellow and Hamilton. As 
the board was not actually prohibited from 
granting permits it was granted but the 
conditions referred ta were expressly set 
forth, so that in paving the street the prop- 
erty owners will do so absolutely on their 
own responsibility. This will have a ten- 
dency to discourage applications, even if the 
board continues to grant them. 

These permits are a pretty good thing for 
the macadam and gravel men who thrive on 
them. The property owners are at liberty 
to select what material they want except 
telford.

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HILL FOR A WESTERN MAN. 

It is not surprising that as shrewd a 
politician as David B. Hill has come to 
the conclusion that the nomination of a 
Western man is necessary to the success 
of the Democratic party in 1896.

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STREET PARADE REGULATIONS. 


The protest against the blocking of 
streets during parades which has been 
made jo the Mayor is well founded. 

It is based chiefly upon the manner in 
which the parade of soldiery during the 
Every 
oné who saw that parade knows that 
the visiting soldiers were most discour- 
teously treated. The mass of spectators 
crowded the paraders to the center of the 
Street where moving cars and vehicles 
broke their lines and endangered their 
lives and limbs. The men paraded at the 
request of the Citizens’ Committee, and 
it was a gross discourtesy to «poil the 
spectacle and let them be run down by 
crowds, cars and vehicles. 

The same lack of effective arrange- 
ments for clearing the streets was no- 
ticeable at the Bicycle Parade. Every 
street along which it passed was sur- 
rendered to spectators on foot and in 
vehicles. The wheelmen had to dodge in 
and out and frequently to dismount to 
keep from being thrown or crushed or 
from running into spectators. The line 
was broken and parade wrecked by the 
general disregard for the clear street 
rule. Some of the accidents were due 
entirely to crowding. The streets were 
packed while the sidewalks were clear. 
The authorities should do one of two 
things, either forbid street parades al- 
together, or, when permission is granted 
for them, make and enforce such regu- 
lations as will enable the paraders to 
pass through the designated streets in 
comfort and safety. Common courtesy 
demands this much.

The loss of ten 
pounds in weight is the least of the sor- 
rows Trendley looks back upon. To add 
to his woes his trunk, ordered shipped to 
Denver to arrive last Thursday, is out on 
the plains somewhere. 
, ing of the journey in a general way 
2— 299 that hardly had he and his 
compa t St. Louis when a heavy 
rain storm threatened to obliterate the 
roads, Both men got to Kansas City Friday 
evening. After that they were several times 
separated. Trendley started alone for To- 
peka Saturday morning, but he was not ac- 
climated to 104 degrees and farmers discov- 
ered the inanimate form of a Missourian 
lying in the roadway by the side of a 
weatherbeaten bicycle. When Trendley 
came to co ousness the farmers were 
pouring water on his face. 

“The hot weather knocked me out,“ said 
he, but I was in traveling condition later 
in the day and walked fifteen miles to 
Topeka. A cold wave struck the town that 
night, and I began to see some hope of liv- 
ing. At 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon I left 
for Wamego, forty-seven miles away, where 
Winstanley showed up, and we started out 
together again Monday morning. At Fort 
1 Kan., we were warmly entertained 
by the soldiers. Junction City was reached 
in the daily rain storm. 

Eighty-four miles to Ellsworth we made 
the next day ana ninety-sSeven mites to Oak 
ley for the next night’s lodging. The run 
of ninety-seven miles was made between 
7:15 a. m. and 4:30, although a terrific elec- 
trical storm threatened at different times 
to wipe every living being out of existence. 
‘It actually rained frogs,’ exclaimed Trend- 


ley. ‘Before the storm was over the prairie 
for miles in all directions was covered 
with little green frogs, that hopped about 


and seriously hindered our progress. The 
day’s programme was varied by lightning 
and hail; at times it becasme so dark that 
we could scarcely see three yards ahead.

Two British Vejsels, Now Long Over- 
due, May Be Lost. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 6—Two 
well-known British ships, one bound from 
Melbourne for London and the other from 
Newcastle, N. S. W., to Panama, are long 
overdue and local insurance men who have 
some risks on them have given both up for 
lost.
